I. I'litiiioiis wore lately prent-nled lo tho 
GoTcrnor and to tho Legislative Council, 
|irayini; that Victoria be made tho Capital 
and aeat of Gavernmooi. 

1. Copies of those Peiitions, as publi.sheil 
io the Guve'Dtneni Gazette of 'z4ih April 
1867, receiTud since (hii Mcnioriulisis lapi 
addraneed your Grace, are appended bsrelo, 
and Diatktd No. I. 

2. These Petitions, eight in number, 
eipre.8 the wisheu of rropefty Ownern, 
.Merchants, Tradora, Farmers and oilier 
Colonist.^ and Ileaidents of Vanooover Island 
and the .Mnioiand. 

3. Que of these Fetiiions from resident, 
oud anoib'r ol them Irom noa-re»iduiji 
Property Oiroera in New Westinin^icr, — 
Irom wbioh place they aak tbe CapituI to be 
removed, — both express tbe wishes of Owners 
of Properly in tbnt place amounting to 
tweniy-Gre per cent of tbe assessoi! 
value ot lbs whole real properly of the- 
town. 

4. The Memorialists are informed that il 
ilia Petitions from the Inierior Districts of the 
Mainland bad not been circulated in the 
Winter, when the bulk of the Miners, and 
others anbeidiary to tbe Mioiiit; interest won 
absent on their ariDual migration from the 
■ccuea of ibeir summer and uuiuinn uccupit- 
liofis, more persons would have joined in the 
i-ipressioD ol tbe same sentlmeuis ; and thai 
lor this reason, tbe signatures are chirfl} 
those of tbe more coni.tant or settlad resideott- 
— a fact construed lo tbe Colony as adding 
vrcigbl (o (beao Pelitioos. 

6. The Memorialists, in calling you 
Grace's altentiou to tho reasons udduced lor 
K>aDiiog the prayers ol these I'ciiiious, 
would state that tbe Petitions repreecnt u 
prepundorance of the inielligeoce aud proper- 
ty, and of tba commercial and iodustrial 
interests of tbe oommaDiij of Vanouaver 
Island and tbe IVIaioland. 

II. The Memorialists have now received 
GoTeroor Seymour's Measajze to Ihe Lcyi'- 
latiro Council — No. II., alno appended heri3 
to — on tbe subject of the Seat of Goveinmeui 
alluded to in Che (lenoud parui^rap^ of ihcir 
last Memotial to yoar Grace of :!Uib Apnl 
last.

7. Tbo MeiQoriMlisls unilo wilh (Governor 
Seymour in deploring that tho "thinly peopled 
territory" on tho Mainland and Vancouver 
Island, with lociproaal inloroat^ hiul not 
been united, in ISfiB, into ono iii.iioad ol 
being, thoy were, made into two Coloiiiuf, 
wilh diDureni systems of Govptiuiient, uiid 
with a double Government Stall aud Eslab- 
lisbments, wbiob neither, separately, was able 
to, ADpport except by an immoderate and 
UDneoeaiBry.oDtlBy. 

" 8. In tact tbis diviiioD of OoverDment

In ihu mmiber ol 
op^iir.'a (il iiiii-ty 'I'lii u-.uul persoim, ruxhed 
wuildeiily IniDi llio liHighburing countries ty 
the Briiish teriitory (ol the Maiolaad, after- 
wiudd named BritisI) Columbia) in the som- 
m.T of 1858 ; which fact reached Ihe 
C.iloiiial Ollice, and no dnnbi iiiihu.nced the 
Miniilcr in his me.cntcs', aiji; lei/ /imi lo pre- 
pare an A(t for llic i/ov^irniiient o/ a consnlei'- 
iibli: piipalnliun ; U'l us winiut iip-.roactied 
tbirt iiiuilitudo lull almost as hurriedly as tbey 
came, 

14. This populalion, being in excess of 
iho ox'onl of the Gold liekl toon difcnvered, 
iiepailed as I'.iet a.s they could Iind inHaiis oi 
Uansp'/rt ; and only ouch aa were prufitably 
oiiiployed on payi.ng-gold-digp!ii;gs remained, 
— 11 lesiduu ii'i o'jutiog to but a tithe of the 
original number. 

15. The exiblus had begun, in fact, while 
Ihe Act ol Parliaiiienl iPUiblisliing the Colony 
Will ro its way from Euglaiid, Tho Miuern 
wore on the wing when the Act airived ; nnd, 
at tbe timo of its proclamation, the bulls ol 
'ho populalion had fled ; and, iu fact, never 
returned. 

Itj. It ia true that next season brought 
back a certiiin number of Miners, but what 
returned and what bad remaiued of the first 
iiuniigiation never ainounied to a popul iiion 
■ufliciuiil in number or in varieiy ot occu- 
pations, to be capable of i-ufipurlinij, as tvc 
-shall imnu'diiitely show, the e.^cpnibsivo separ- 
ate Adiiiiiiistralioii ealablished by tho Im- 
perial Goveriimont, — an Eslablishmoot suffi- 
cient fur tho government of tbe former 
number, or even a larger popolatioo. 

17. In short, tbo Tax payers were gone, 
but the expensive system ol Uovernmeiit; wan 
continued, and h id to be provided for by u 
[lopulaiion ino small lo sujiport ii wilh case 
mill good will. 

18. Whore luiioii of Government was 
natural, expedient and necessary to tbe pros- 
perity of both tbo Island and .Vluinlaod, so 
as Io oonountrace the means and eoergies uf 
the people instead ot div diog tbein, duunion 
created many evils. For instance: 

19. Tho mode of u>;aiioi], though u ^a- 
voiilahla, was con.siilered |iariirtl. 

20. No real property ol an upnrocintile 
Viilnc has bei'U cre.iie'.l in llritiHli (Jul ii in bin 
which could to iimde Uio oljeoL el direct 
luxation to bo bnru- by the cUo-b of Uapiiai- 
ists, — a oInsN, ot course, butter able to bear 
loxaiion than tbe industrial claases in their 
early sm k .les wiiti tne njlui-al dillicullies 
ol a New C 'iin'ry. 

21. Cuiiscipii iilly, the Ui.\es were ol neces 
nily levied upon commodities in form ol 
Customs duiics, tonnage dues, lolls, and 
olhor imposts of tbe nalu e of indireut tax- 
ation Which fell naturally on tbe consumers, 

22. Tlie ohiel industry of the country 
being Mining, and the lHi!k ol llio pnpulaiion 
.Miners, on tliij olasn l.'ll incvilnbly the 
weight 1)1 the liix.iliun, as lliey were ibe prin- 
cipal CiHisiliil.Ts, — II liiir.leii llipy cilin|ilrtliloil 
ot 08 pres-ing uiidulv njioii ii special indus- 
try, — and a fact wbo'i, added to other 
causes of disoooteol, ou similar grounds, ol 
late years, did not encounige, but no doubt 
(Hcvenied iniiiiigfiillou ol ihis iiiojt importiiut 
cla-s ol Selllers. 

23. Oiiiirntis ps was ili > (>xpeniifl of Gov- 
ernment uii.liT liie p'Ciiliiir circuiiisiiiiicea 
just fitu'e l 11 Was iiiK Itiu only e.Npciidnuro 
thai hud to be provided for by tuxatiou, 
which us we have shown tell chiefly npon one 
olasp. 

24. In nj'litinii, llin attempt to reclaim 
uiiil improve a e.ilil ooiiiilry lilio Briiish 
Coliiiiibiii Irom a slulo ol iiatiirc, — a very 
wilderness in (.-.Ct ctiCdinbiTi-d wiib ilanso 
lorests of onoriiioiis iriics, and wiihout a sin- 
gle Rood, and tcircely a pith of coiiiinniii- 
calion open,— caused an enorm ius e.'jpendi- 
luro, which loll heavily upon a limited pops 
ulaiion. 

2o. To ihis was added the ( .xcoptionable 
oo-l of buildi g e.\!i!tHiVi) Miliiaty Iltisid 
eiices, sod !icci)iniiio-l.iii.,iis C'lr Soldiers sent 
iroin homo, un*.ilicilecl, winch co.sl having 
been incurred, as was bul eved, fur Imperial 
purposes, was expected to bs borne by tbe 
llumu Oovnrniiiont 

2(i, The la.viiiiDii imposed, to defray all 
ilieso iilijec.ii of e.xpuiidiiiiro, U|u)ii a sparso 
iiinl poor pnpuialii n, i o'oro the Col lu-ls 
luid Hum lo develope the natural resomcea ol 
the c(.u;ilry. did not, us may be supposed. 
eiibe,r dispose, or eooouiagethe Colotiista to 
lavour the subemo ol buildiog a Capital on 
the Mainland. 

27. The iir'ncky ineastirn that estatilish- 
ed J5riliah Ciliirabia us ii soparulc Coloay 
was coiisirui'd as rei.ili tiii;; it neciB-ary lli.il 
a separato Capital must bo biiill lor thil 
CoUi'iy, 

28. And tbis cauEod tho costly, and iu 
iliu oasii ol New VVestminstoP, the abortive 
at oinpi lo build one of ''two rival towns in 
couiiiitral vely close pro.\iiiiily," as Govern- 
01 Seyinoiir reoKuks, v/licii ono to^vii would 
hiivn eiillicc'il ; (or Vieluria ■> us ulreaily 
establbslied, and was thon, as it haaever since 
contiimed to bo, u.sed practically as th 
Capital of both Colonies, for which it was 
and is amply auffluieoi. 

29. 'I he evil of Ibe attempt lo build this 
new Capital was aogriivatiil by two laota. 

30. First, by a previous ctpondituro 
u|)on another town, viz. Derby (ul Lang'cy) 
intended lor a Ciipii.il, but which was abaii 
doned ; And, seouudly, by the untoward site 
chosen for New VVtistmiusier.j on a^. steep 
bank traversed by g«l|UiP Md'8or«t8c) . % 



forest of gigantic trees.— all wbiob draiT'- 
backri involveii a largo outlay . ii frradin^i-' 
levelliuu, bridgiog anti cIearing,.toiinaka ^tha • 
plu' tolerably habitable. 

31. Tnis cxpondiiura following otoss 
upon the waste of money laid out at Derby, 
was a heavy drain upou the dimiDlshed re- 
sources of tbo Colony, and resulted in two 
iiiiprofiiable investments in a short-period,—. 
u loss which New Westminster bae nob- re« 
trieved to the property otvners, aa tbe place 
has never Ihrivuo, 

32. Tho importance lo your Qraoa -of 
having correct iofonnalion on tho oircum* 
stances which have led to the present posi- 
tion of the oonntry, tbe Memorialists trust, 
will excaso thorn for having ventured to trace 
the orjyiii oj the Colony andof its Capilal 

X. Thuy will nuiv udvort to another por- 
ticn of this suhjeci, uamoly, the RELATIVE 
OONUiriON.'S OF THK TWO TOWNS 
Oli" VICTORIA AND NEW WESTMIN- 
STER. 

33. Governor Seymour's remarks in hie 
Message of27tb March last, hereto appendn 
ed, No, II., on the question ol tho Capital, 
render it necosaary toi.xplain to your Graoo 
the relalivo conditions of tho two towns of 
Victoria on Vaiicouvor Island, and of New 
Wesiiuinstor on itie Al.iinland of British 
Co uin ia, to enable your Grace lo come to a 
right decision on that qaestlon. 

First, as regards Viitoria— 

34. Beloro Now Wesiiuinster existed, 
Vieioria, Mlu.ited on the Siraits ol Fuoa, tho 
highway from iho P.icilic Ocean to British 
i;oUiinbia, was well advanced. 

35. It was Iho Knipurium of Trade, not 
only lor the Isl.md, bul (or British Columbia 
alio, lor which latter parpose, it waa well 
adapted, both by its pros mily to Fraser 
Uiver, and by its being tbe terminus of Odoao 
Ndvigatioo, beyond which large vessels did 
not Huil. 

36. Victoria at thia early period concen- 
trated the wealth and eomiueroial enterprizo 
of tho entire country, insular aud Continental; 
aitrncied Sonlers of several olas es and of 
difTarent Nutiooalities who invested large 
sums o Money in ihe Town and adjoining 
Agricultural Distiicts, 

37. Victoria at this time possessed all tha 
elements of a rapidly growioj;, busy, and 
thriviog TowQ of several tbousand inbabi-. 
tants, 

38 It had the advantage of a resident 
Governor of loc.il knowledga and experience; 
and of bi ing the Capital ol a Colony with a 
Consiitutional Government eoinposed of a 
Legislature, oonsisling of an lileciiva Ass 
sembly and of a Nominative Ci,uucil of 
Colonist^, 

39. In short, Victoria wus iu 1858-59 
exactly suoh a Town as Governor Seymour 
correctly thinks, ''ihe spare resources ol the 
inhabitanta (ol both the Island and Mainland) 
should Ibiva been conoeotrated on, in tho 
early stagi; nf the poliiioal existence of thia 
vast and lliinly peopled territory, " so as to 
have made •• one town of magnitude aud of 
sollici nt importance and attraction, lo re- 
laiu durinu' the Winter the grea'er part of 
ibu unattached population of tha Colony" 

40. This, indeed, appeared ac the lima 
spoken of, to ba tbe natural destiny of yiO'< 
loria ; and bad the reol condition and true 
ivanis of tbo Country houn known to tho 
Homo GiivernmBnt before the measure of 
union was deoided ou, tnis destiny would, 
no doubt, biivo baeo realized. 

41. lis posiiioo, aa tho i earest Sea-port 
to tha Ocean, gives Victoria peculiar facili- 
ties lor tbe earliest Steam cominaoication with 
tbe world. 

42. Tbis advanlagp, together wilh tha 
others set forth in our lust Memorial to your 
(JracB, and the fact tosiified to by Iho 
Gov-rnor bimsoll in his Speech, No. IV., 
heruio append, d, of its coniiiiuing to bu ihe 
"chief to*n " of tho united Colony, and 
" Where tbe principal commerce of the Oolony 
is Oariied on," all c iniributeto render Vic* 
loria tne most suiiuhio pluco now, as it was 
io I8o8 iibd in 1Hj9 i r the Capital — ut all 
uveuiH iinlil the increase ol popuhilioii on tho 
.Mainland may need tha Capilal to be placed 
far inland 

43. It is natural that to a stranger, look- 
ing at a Map ot Ihe aoited Colony, it might 
seem inoonsisteot wilh tho fact of the great 
ex eni ol Ihe Mainland, that tho Capital 
should bo on th" l-lnnil. 

44 This otij ■ction is, however, equally 
applicable, on Uio :;rotiij(j o( convenience, to 
lie site ol Now Wn-iiniiisier which lain a 
corner ol tho Alainland, being al Ihe south 
wosiero extremity of tbe Mainland ; only 12 
miles north of the Amerioau boundary line 
(parallel 4.5), 

45. Nl'w Westminster ia besides farther 
removed lhan Viclona from tha Islands 
which are depeiidcjiicieti ol the present Colony 
01 British O'oiuiiibia. 

4G Ad.uiiiing that the objection ia 
plau»ible on a auoerSoial view, yet to one 
lamiliar with tho positions of ihe two Towns, 
and with the Iruu stale of tho two Couu- 
iries, the ot^jocliiin losos iis (orce. 

47. The liicis and circumsiancca stated

48. And the Memorinlist.s agree with 
them, not uluie on Colonial, bul also oo 
Imperial grounds. The uses nnd advaotages 
of Victoria lor Imperial purposes we.baVO 
nevr ovirlonkid. 

XI. oniiy s rei/ardi New W^slmin- 
slcr, Ihe Ulciiuirialisls stale: 

49. New We.-ini n^a■r, (roin the first, has 
pieseilli'd a .strikii.g coiitiiisl lo Vicioiiii. 

()0. Built aimust eniirely of Wooden 
Houses, it has progressed but little in eight 
years ol its existenco. 

51. Alihoi gh a vast amount ol Public 
Mo.iey has bci n e.'Cpenile.l upon and around 
Uie placo: Alihouoh il haa hid from iho 
period of Uh fjiini atioii lliu advaiilugos of : 
(.1) the rusiduncn ot tiiu Com inaiidor, 
OlEcurs and Corps of Ruyul Engi» 
neurtf^ for whom cosily Houses aoii 
Barittcks were creeled ; 
(2) Victoria busiiiuas Agoucics and 

C iiiiiexioiiH ; 
(S) tho picseiit Governor's tesidenoo 
and palrouago since ho cainu to tho 
Colony : 

(4) the residence ol the Governor's Staff 
permaDenily, and that of the J dgo 
and InlBiior Maglsiraies periodically, 
yet wilh all theso bao. fiis and (avours New 
Weaimin-iler hu.s not bonoinn a pluco of 
reaidcuco for Colonists iu any nuinbi r, having 
ut tlii.'i lata day only u lew hnndiod inhabi- 
tants.

83. And biBidcB, if the CouoUy ever fills 
up io the inieriiir. which is the only portion 
of the MaiiilaiKl tbut offera attraotioDB fur 
settlement to any exisnt, then the chiel 
town will bu pluoud fiirilii'r iiilmid, where the 
Govorrion eiiys, " llie conlre ol pnpulalioii 
will be found on the easloru eldu ol llie 
Cufoiido UiUiKe," 

61 Oil the other hand, should a Road 
to It o Upper Couulry be opi'neil fiom <"ne of 
the loleis OQ the nurtbern coast o( the 
Mainliicd, as Ih conlenipl it-d, ami is the sub 
joct cf iiejjolinlion at pco«eul in tlrii^lund and 
in Hriilali Coluinl)ia, Uieii it is bL-lioved lb a

65 'l b J fiiots above eel forth are con- 
firmed by Ihfl present condition of Ne» 
WeatmiuFter, as described t)y the Solicitor 
General in llie recent Debate in the i e•;i:^la- 
tive Council of Briiieh Columbia, al New 
Wesimitisier, oa the Capital question : 
" UCBcial llie is its ooly hope. For ei^lu 
years it has attempted lo struggle into im- 
portance 09 a town, but has struggled in vaiu. 
Enormoiii auins have beau lavidDed npoD it. 
Houses, wliarvaa, plank- ways erected for no 
practical end ; and, almost at every step, wo 
ni'-et soinolhii R vvliicli shows lliv sad results 
of niiaappliud tneri^y, one ^riivo of j^roat bx- 
peclalions, the moouiiienls of departed hope. 

• VVliat is New Wehtiuioster, be asks f ll is 
a Wharf aud laudiug-place oa tbe Eraser 
River ; a Oustom-hoase Station, and a Seat 
of GovernraeDl by Proclnination only." 

50 Tbe failure of New WeatiniDsler is 
believed 10 lie due : 

(1) To llie t(iwn being in excess of the 
ri'(|i)ireiiu'nt8 ol iho Oouiitry ; 

(2) To the want of attractions for sul- 
tlers lu the neighbourhood ; and 

(3) To the belter situation of Victoria 
for trade ; its better climate, com- 
mercial reaourcss, scperior uieaos 
of education, Kociai amenilies and 
public aiuust'ineius: advttiitai;us which 
aitrael (bo peop e ol tins Muliilaod to 
Vicioti'i ; wliiU) their absence repels 
theu from New Woalminster. 

57> Tbifi result iejuat what was predicted 
of New Wosirainsier, when tbe unhappy 
selection of iis 8ito was made, subject as it 
is to such drawbacks as an noi;oiiial climalo; 
severe cold and iiiiich rain in Winter, and 
heal and the jiesl ol Moi-qiiitoos in .'jiiinmer; 
the delay to VesHola by the dillicullies of ap- 
proach, and tbe iuterrupiiuo of regular coiu- 
mnnication by tbe freezing of the liver. 

58. The failure of the place is a proof of 
the futility of Itie attempt lo Joice the growth 
of a town by anirtcial iiieau.t. in opposition lo 
continiercial and social expediency. 

.59. Trie .Vieniorialista trust the f"rpgoinf; 
detail ol facts, explanatory ol the true state 
of both towns, in addition to the observaliooH 
bereiobefore made ia tracing tbe origin ol 
tbe Colony, will nut be without sonne advant- 
Sfte io aiding your Grace to come to a cor- 
rect decisiou as to the proper place for tbe 
Capital. 

XII. The Memarial sts now bep leave to 
make a fnv remarlis upon Ifie two more 
prominent objections to the removal of Ihe 
CopUal io Uovernur Seymour'a Meteuge and 
Speech. 

XIII. In Ihe MesaaePof 27th March, No. 
II. hereto iippi'Uik'd, the Uuverrn r ulludes lo 
the public lllil■o.•^ at Ni-w VVestiiii. sler in 
terms which do not convey that they art 

. suiiable or ciinili. rinblu ; but seems to think, 
00 the ground ul cconouiy, that btjuause 
"there is no inientiun of ereciiog" others 
and, ''inasmuch as a coni-iderHblo ooMay 
wiiuld be required to make the Guvernmeoi 
House ul Victoria permanently hatiiiuble, >hu 
retention of the Seat ol !j ■vernmeni on the 
bank of tile Fia-er iu lo he (.erl rreil." 

CO As to tlie public dlJiCi:^- at New West 
minster, the MerniinaiisN wc/uld remark lu 
tbe first place, f I) that allbouuh tbey cit-t a

Country, ill l liie I'lililion (roin the Inter'nr 
asserts llie faci, No 1 appeiided htreto; (4) 
that tbiir condition is indeed I'Ui be^oi.d 
question by tbe luci ine-itiotied by the Govern 
nor hiin»ell io ihis same message of 27ih 
March, 18G7, namely, thai some few years 
back XIOOOO had been voted " for ibe erec- 
tion ol public buildings in New Westmlo-

And liirtlier, as rofjards Ihi.s mutter of 
the public (dli'jes, •.vo woiilil stalo thai tliitro 
are cxlensivo public bu;lilinp8, inuKidint!; a 
House of Asaemblv, Court Hi>U8c, und (iov 
ermeot OQices at Victoria sufficient end suit- 
oble (or all the requirements of the Puulic 
Service o( llie United Colony, specially hiiilt 
for such iMes, nt (,'reat cosi, in I8;VJ the oc- 
cupation ol which would save all outlay at 
New WeHlrninster, while the oflicora would 
be better tiuused than ihey a o now. 

G2. Tbe saving of the smallest auiii is, in 
the prenentoondiiion o( tbe tioanoea, an iin- 
peraiive neoossity. 

C3. The Governrnant House at Vi.Uoria, 
improved and added to by (lovornor 
KeiineUy, wiil no doubl reijuire sonio 
outlay to complete the improvcmeniB 
begun by that gentleman — more espeu" 
iaily a new roof on the ori^iiicl por- 
tion — yet ii is clear that, as hu and Ins 
family inhabited the House in its present 
conditiou till they left iho Colony u lev/ 
months ayo, it cannot rei|uiro a heavy out- 
lay to make it " periiianeiuly habilublo." 

XIV. (J ivornor Siiymiiur says, " Tha 
Tief^islaturu ol iliu .Mainland was called upon 
tu provide a House, suitably furnished lor 
the reaidaooe of the Qoverour, to/it/e no such 
proouion teas required from Vancouver 
htmd." 

01 'I'hn natural inferciioi that anyone, 
ignorant of the facts, would draw from this 
is, that while there ia " a suitably furniahed 
Resideoue for the Governor" at New Wen- 
minster, ih'iro is no such accommodation al 
Yiotoria.

07 Insleari of" nn fucIi provision having 
been required from, Vai.couver's Island," the 
Secretary of .Slate fur the Culonias called 
upon iliu Government of Ihat Colony most 
pointedly and ur(;anily, at the period men- 
tiooad by Oovoinor Seymour, lo have a Gov- 
ernineiii Huiho built, there bail g none then, 
U3 Governor Kennedy's predecessor had oo- 
uupied his own lijuro. The Legislature 
uilo an appiO[)riat ion allerwards, und u 
Giiverniiieot House was houutitat Violoiia, 
and lurn shed by G vernor Iveuuedy at the 
oxpeose of the Colony of Vancouver Istand. 

68. This explaoaiioo is required to con- 
rum the aecuraoy ofour statement made 
above In your (ifaeo respecting tbe Govern- 
nienl Hcuse at V^ictoria. 

O'J. riio ex()en-.e of repairinj; Govern'^ 
ment House at Vicioriais tho only outlay 
which Ooveruut Seymour aaya would be lu 
oidenial to Ibo removal of Uiu seat ol Gov- 
eroment from New We.sirainsier ; and the 
Memorialists would confiiently aubinii that 
ttie saving of this outlay cannot oouoler- 
bulance lha disadvantages of keeping the 
seal of Government in an unauitahlo und 
Inconvenient spot, to the prejudice of the 
general intereaia, and in opposition to the 
expressed wishes of ibo Taxpayers ; while 
the advantages of having iV at Vicloiia con- 
duciug lo Ibu beoefil aud couteatu ent of the 
Commuoiiy at large, do tuUy justify tbe 
outlay. 

70. The Moniorialists having thus elated 
'hoir reasons for believing that the state of 
tho Public Uuildiiigd at New Westminster 
jusiifiea, and that Iho inoder.ite expenas of 
repairing Governmeul House ut Victoria 
sii uld nut prevtiot the fixing of the eent of 
Goveiument at Victoria, they have only to 
oxpresa Ihoir hope that Governor Seymour's 
objection on tlio ground of economy will not 
stand iu the way. 

W. lielore dismissini; the subject o! 
(ioverninenl House al Victoria tho iMoinor- 
iaii.ils be^' tu draw your Grace's ulteinioa to 
a staieuu'ut made io cuoncoliuu with it which 
has causjd some surprise, both here and in 
the Colony. 

71. In Oovoriior Seymout'a inessago of 
'27ili March l.isL 'o the L'.';;islative Council, 
No II hereto uppet.ded, the Governor, in re- 
citing circunistancos which occurred when in 
l<wiglaud last year, bolwean himself and "an 
influ.ulial Member of tbe Government," 
states "/Aat ti was on Ais (the Governor's) 
intercession alone tluit the order to sell Gov- 
ernment House at Victuria was witliheld." 

72. 'I'hd inference from this siatoment is, 
thi.t lha Crown has paid, ot intends to poy, 
fur Governrueiit House, 

73. 't'liu Colonists and the Momorialiats 
ura however, under the belief that the pro- 
perty belongs to the Colony; and it would be 
satisfactory if your Grace would have the 
goodnesa lo itjforin ibo Meinorialiais of the 
leal |)oj;lion ot tho uiat'er. nnd lo cause this 
iul'ormaiiou to bo comuiunicated to the 
Coloii'sls. 

XVI. The ot'Iy oilier ohjection remaining 
10 be uoiiced is contained in Governor Sey- 
mour's last speech (No IV hereto appended) 
to the Members of the Legislative Council, 
wherein be tells them that, '' If in spite of 
your liesolutiiin in favor of Victoria I still 
liesitaiu on removing my abode aud the seal 
ot the Legislature Iroin tho spot established 
by law, you will undL'tsland ibat 1 consider 
the public faith and booour engaged ou the 
one aide, and possible ezpedieooy on the 
other." 

74. This rroEoning no doubt has reforonco 
to, and is to bo taken iu conjunclinn with Ihe 
exiiri'vr,ion previomly usi'd in the ino«?ago 
(No II hereto api)endedj that "New Woslr 
ininsier wus by pnielainaiiun, having the 
lorce of law, created tbe Capital of Briiiab 
Columbia." 

75. Tho Memorialists admit that New 
VVe»tini".->ier has been ttie ('apilal of ttie 
Main anil .-iinne 18:VJ and that it was legally 
•^sinljli.-ned as cueh ; ai,d lliey never heard ul 
eiiher ( f ihe Uvu l.ieis disiiuled, hut lh(ty do 
nol admit hat lliese laels can liave any 
.veii,'lii iu setiling tbe quesliuu of tbe /u^ure 

Uapilal. 

70. Tho quo''iion now to bo decided is 

whether New Wesiininalfcr ii to continue lu 
he tbe ("a|iiial, nol ooly of the .Mainland bin 
ot the .M.iinlani' and of Vanoou,'er Island, 
and thi'ir Depeinleiieii's now ail iiiiiied under 
the iiariif) ol IJrin-li Cnloiiihia ; and the do 
ei.-lun must depend upon ui osideri' lions much 
iii'ire iinpuriant tban the legal status ol .Nen 
^Vesimioaier, past or preaeot. 

77. II an argoment is meant be 
founded, as the Governor's language would 
imply, on any legal rights 'bat mav be al- 
leged lo have aoerui'd bum the " i'roelania 
tiiin " wliieli c eau'd the Capital, and upon 
the principles of " latih und honour" which 
guaraoieei this creation, to tbe eOeot that 
tlio arrangement uf 1859 must remain un- 
chanyed ; then we respectlully and confi 
danily maintain tbut Victoria has Blill 
8>ronger olaiin.", from longer enjoyment of the 
honours ol a U ipiHl, 

78, Now \Vf!-linin3lnr lias been merely 
lha Cupiial of a Colony in Ihe nature ol a 
Crown Colony wbicb never iiad free inatilu- 
tiona, and this o ly tor eight years, while 
Victoria bus been for oiu'htoen yea'8 the 
Capital of a freo Colony, llio seat of a Conati 
lullonal Govorninant, an I of a Lej;islaiure 
e,oinpo-(>d ul two disiiucl brano ea, of a 
.Siipreine Ouiirt ol .Judicature, and the resi- 
dence ol a Governor ; and these privileges 
ami this impnriant status were conierred 
ui)on liur by the aamc power that created 
VVo^tiniesier a tiapilal. 

78. Victoria c in, at any rate, urge pro- 
••leriptiun on the irround ol longer i osHessioii, 
anil liiis would make her idea ol lc;;ul status 
stronger than lha', of tha youogor Capital, if 
such a plea be adiniitod io oilber case. 

80. Bat the Memorialiata aubmit to your 
Grace that the plea of legal atataa ia this 
mailer docs n it carry nuicli woiglit. 

81. They are liuuicily of opinion (hat Ihe 
p'ea ofle^al :iiatiii .-liould be ubandonoil aj 
unleij.ible. Ill order to ai ri ve at a praelical 
ciiiiclusion ; and, they res|)L'cttully vonluro lo 
hope jour Graoo will agree with tbom. 

8*2. Admitting all doe legal fuice to tho 
Proclamation whioh established the Capital, 
yet it Hiirely cannot bu argued that such an 
Ael inu-t bj so euiHlrU 'd as lo ba unrepeat- 
able; and til, It a Capital UHlablisbad by 
viriue ol ihid Aol iniisl bo perpclual, and 
iiauinceablc under all ciiaiiges ul circurn- 
aiaiicas, and regardless ut all cousequenccs, 
83. To put such a oonslruQtion upon tbis, 
or upon any Proclamation, would be to assigo 
to that funnof Colon lal proceeding a cliurac- 
ler and ellect never claimed for any lagisla- 
tivi! unaeiiiKMil ot the Imperial i'arli.iinoiit. 

81, Indeed, (Joveriior Seymour tiiinself 
seams (as if on aecond thoughts) lo admit 
this reasonable ouusiructioo io tha same 
Measago, for he adds ibat bo would not maio" 
tain Ibat any Proclamation may not bore- 
poaled w'icn tha commuuili/ roaches a more 
udvanceil stale of ii:)pnlation and mode of 
ijovcriiiiient ; but, for tlie preseiU he prupoais 
tu " leare iiinlters as they are,'' 

85, I'lid iMomorialisis are sorry to bo coni" 
palled to observe on the Govoruoi'a admis- 
aiOD, that tbe oontingonoy he uilaohea to it 
reiidars this aduiaHioii practiciilly v,iluolos.4 ; 
beciusH the |)rii 'pacl ol .such an inoreaso ot 
populaiiou u.s Would " devalope the general 
inierests ol the Coliiuy in the unceriaio 
luiuie," is so rem lie as not to justify duUy 
in settling ibe question of tha Capital ; and 
we fully shore the objeoiioaa eocerlaiaoU 



throughout the ilony ilself lo tho Govern'T's 
proposal to '■ leave raaltcra as they uro." 
Prudcut dispatob;ia settling this question ia 
really essential to the progress of Ibe Uoun- 
try. 

XVII. Although the Memorialiata refrain 
from arguing tbis [loiiit on legal prineit'los, 
yet they doitin it duo lu the j isiii-'as und 
reasonaOlenosd of tho wishes (d the ('oloniMts, 
aud also to themsolvas, to reinova eve i 
fanoilnl claima and pleas set up on Uu ground 
of legality, and on tbe pledge of " public 
faith aud' honor,'' by slating two preceduats 
which apply to the question. 

86. Tho Rnl ia that ot the town of Derby 
originally laiil out as the .Seat of Govern- 
ment o' British Uoluinbia, which was jv/iioetfcZ 
from Langley to its present silo. Th s is the 
place spoken ol by (Jovernor 1) niglas in hia 
corroapondenca with tho Colonial OlVico in 
1858 and 1859, as the intended Sea-porl 
Town wbicb, in const quencu of ita position 
at the important Trading point of Langley 
on Fraser River, hud a peculiar value iu llit 
estimation o( the public; but Iroin which it 
was considered expedient lo rem'jve tho Seal 
ol Goveromenl in 1859. 

87. 'I'bis precedeut is io poiot, for we can 
see no diQereuce balweoo tbe former position 
of the first, and the present position of tbe 
secot^d Seat of Goveiomoot; and to show the 
similariiy of tho facta iu boih cases, wo 
would state that much of tho land ol tho town 
silo of Derby had become privaio iiropariy, 
having bee.i sold by the Colonial G.tveriiiuunt 
by public uuc'iou, in Uoiobor, ISo.S, lo a great 
many aetllera and olhera lor a large uinouoi 
ot money — a proceeding repeated in New 
Westminster ; that Government cip nded a 
large amount in the erection of Barracks and 
Houses for tho Royal Iviginoers and their 
Oliicers, who were iiuarlered Ihero — anoUier 
proceeding also repeated near New Weato 
iiiinsier ; that Govurnuionl ereclod a Church 
and Parsonage, &C..&0., ot Derby; aod iliat 
private parties built Housoa and Wurohou es 
there, aod eatabliahed a c.mmercial busiue-s 
of more or losa extent io tlia Town, aed 
which was continued to be cirrn-d on ui,til 
llio Capital was eatabliahed at New W'lsi- 
luinster. 

88. Wo fail to Eee any actual diff 'tcHce 
between the two cases, except that the tiisi 
I'owD had u aborter life than the second, aud 
that lass money bad been waatud on the liibt 
ih.in 00 tho eecoad. 

XVtll. Tho other p.-ccedenl, .Tlthougli 
not taken from th ) removal of a Town or 
Capilul, is fo approximate in character to Ihe 
one wo have ju,--! cited, that wo tliiulc it up- 
pusita. It is that of tho Freo Port ut tbe 
Colony of Vancouver Island. 

89. This fiscal ayatoin of tho Freo Port 
was e8labli^lled lormally, and continued ou 
the reootnniendaliou and with the Hanelioii 
and hearty approval ol tho Homo Gjvoiu- 
meat. 

90. The Colony enjoyed tho privile;;ca of 
this system, which wua conaiderud one ol 
tbe lostitutioDS of tbe Country, and to whio i 
inaoy attributed the early growth and former 
prosperity of Victoria, during eighteen yeara, 
till It was atiolished tho other day by opera- 
tion of Ibe Act ol Union. , 

91. Must assuredly "public faith and 
honor '' were deeply pledged lo tho tnaiuten- 
ance ol thia system, nol by the Colony only; 
but by the Homo Goveromeot alao. 

92. In reliance on the sanctity of this 
pledge, lha system obtained much favi r w th 
.Merchants and ollk'r Cuniuieicial Cl.i.-ses in 
England and in other Countries. And in 
reliance upun llio permaneucy of the system, 
iinporlaut cjinmeroial inleresia were iieated, 
and Very large inveaimenia made io Land 
and aubataotial Buildings such as Ware- 
bouses, Shops and Dwelling Houses in Vic- 
toria and its noighborhood. 

93. Vet this moil inipnrtanl privilege, 
which lent ^ji'Ci'iif/c to the Colony, so long en- 
joyed, and by many so highly prized, was 
Dy tho Act of fjoion ol last year uboli.'I.ed ; 
aud tbis, too io opposit on to the v ews aod 
sontimenlaor many of the oldest, woilihie-t 
und most enterprising men iu ihe Colony, on 
the ground of ex|)edieni'y.

.Mr Dallas forwarded to you a Memo- 
riul, diUeii the 20ih of April, sent to the 
Secrotiiry for tlie Colonics, on this suhjiJut, 
which I hope you received, mid which I 
also hope yon will bo able to havo pub- 
lished in a Victoria paper for tho iuform- 
atioti of all coaosmed ia tbis important 
mntter. 

Tho iinBwcr wo rncoived from the 
Colonial OfUco stated that tbe So<:roti>ry 
of State had not then — i.e., on tbe I3tb 
May — received frona Governor Seymour 
such information as would enable him to 
decide the question. Since then we have 
not beard from the Colonial OQice. 

In consequence of the receipt of inform- 
ation in your own papers, and in other 
documents from Victoria, of the steps 
tiik(!n by tho coloQists and of tbe Rcsolu" 
Lions passed by the Legislative Council, 
all prtiyltig that tbe capital and seat of 
Government should bo placed at Victoria, 
since our said memorial was presented, 
tho memorialists deemed it proper to pre-^ 
pare a second memorial, which wos trans- 
mitted oil the nUi of July. This second 
iiiiMiioriiil wa.s sii^ned by Sir Edmund 
IIiNul, tho Governor, for behalf of tlio 
Iliiilsoirs Hay Company; by tlic Chair-- 
iniui of llie r>aiik of Brilisli Columbia ; by 
liu!
